The universal verdict, without solicitation, 
was, “‘What fine flavor,’’ “What sweet currants,” “What fine large currants.’”’ Many said, it is seedless. The Pan-American expressed 
its opinion by awarding it a silver medal. 

If you want in bush form cut back heavily; if tree or vine let only one cane or sponge grow and train to stake, trellis or arbor and 
you will be surprised with the result. Think of one root producing 32 quarts of currants and making fine shade for an arbor at the 
same time. We advise planting in partial shade.
